Paris, November .7.—When the tregic 
death was announced of Mrs. Gore, che 
beautiful American music pupil, the word 
went the rounds of the studios: 

“Tt has happened at last; goodby to 
American patronage of Paris art.”’ 

Of course this was an extreme view to 
take of the matter, but thet it was in 
a measure warranted is shown by the 
large number of telegrams young women 
students from the United States have re- 
ceived in the last few days, either sum- 
moning them home or warning them to be 
careful in their choice of acquaintances. 

In one ef the most celebrated music 
Studios yesterday several of these tele- 
grams were exhibited by young women 
pupils who knew Mrs. Gore, and had 
spoken of her in their letters home. 
There was a comparing of experiences, 
and a general feeling that their parents 
and guardians would no longer consider 
Paris a fit place for them, 

Every month or so there is some sort 
of tragedy in the student quarter. but the 
case of Mrs. Gore is the first in many 
years to possess features giving it world- 
wide celebrity. When an American girl 
has been found dead in her garret room, 
or her body is dragged out of the river, 
it has usually happened that she was 
some poor enthusiast without relatives or 
friends, trusting tc luck and her talent to 
make her way. 

At last fathers and mothers, living in 
the quict western towns are.gtyen their 
first and shocking knowledge of what 
student Hfe in Paris really ‘is. Their 
daughters, many of whom are here sore- 
ly against the wishes of their pnrents, un- 
derstand fully that now they can be no 
longer hoodwinked respecting the tempta- 
tions and dangers of the French capital 
for all young women who dp not have 
intelligent and loving protection. ~

Grief of Wisconsin Military 
Company Over Loss of Dog.

“Gee,” the famous war dog and mascot 
who followed company G, of Appleton, all 
through the Spanish-American war, was 
buried today with full military honors by 
company G and Charles Obaer Spanish 
War Veterans’ camp. 

It is dowbtful whether the death of any 
member of the company would have 
caused the grief experienced by the sol- 
diers over the loes of their mascot, Gee 
was their friend and counselior during the 
hard campaign. He néver grumbled at 
embalmed beef nor swore over harg 
marches. When the boys were homesick 
he would listen to their tales of woe and 
appreciate ‘their sufferings. Gee enjoyed 
a battle immensely, and was never s0 
happy as when he was in the midst of 
smoke and active hostilities. At night he 
was a model .sentinel, and was a con- 
stant visitor at the bedside of the sick 
members of the ny. 

Three days ago, while Gee vas trotting 
down the street with the dignity becom- 
ing a veteran and savior of his country, 
a small boy, with a Fiobert rifle. thought 
him an excelient mark, and killed him. 
That thoughtless shot hurt the members 
of company G more than all the wounds 
and bruises they received during the 
campaign.

The Ithiacans kicked a goal from 
placement and scored a touchdown from 
which a goal] resulted in the first half, 
while Pennsylvania scored two touch- 
downs and kicked two goals in the second 
half. 

Never has more intensely exciting and 
uncertain contest been witnessed on 
Franklin field. Until the final blast of 
the referee's whistle announced the ces- 
sation of hostilities there was a painful 
uncertainty in the hearts of the Penn- 
sylvania supporters. Cornell had thrice 
carried the ball dangerously near Penn- 


sylvania’s goai and once carried it over. 

Another touchdown or an opportunity 
for a second goa! from placement would 
probably mean defeat for the Ineal eleven. 
But as the time drew near for the close 
of the contest Pennsylvanja's play pe- 
came more fierce, while that of Cornell 
grew correspondingly weaker, and the 
game ended with the ball in Cornell’s 
possession on her 22-yard line, 

Spectacular runs, sensational tackles 
and terrific line plunges came with such 
frequency that the spectators were kept 
continually bobbing up and down in their 
seats. Both teams played brilliantly. 
Pennsylvania’s offense was superior to 
that of Cornell, and her defense play in 
the iast ten minutes of the game has 
never been excelled by a Pennsylvania 
eleven.

Recently the Monarch Has Been Vis- 
ited by Two Famous Special- 
ists—King’s Throat and 
Eyes Are Giving Him 
Trouble.

London, November 27.—Those who are 
trought into touch -with the king are 
again uneasy about his health, although 
the subject has not been mentioned yet 
in the papers here. Several weeks ago 
it was announced that Professor Pagen- 
stecher, the most famous of continental 
oculists, had been making a trip over to 
see the king. Great care was taken to 
give the impression that this was mere- 
ly a friendly cali—which was, of course. 
nonsense. Since then nothing has been 
said about them, but, as a matter of 
fact, Professor -Pagenstecher ~ and Sir 
Felix Semon, a famous specialist on dis- 
enses of the throat, were both called to 
attend the king at Balmoral and again 
after his return t@ Buckingham palace. 
Furthermore, both accompanied him 
when he went to Sandringham recently. 
hey left Balmoral a week before the 
king came back to town. 

I am informed that the king's trouble 
with his eyes dates back to his fall from 
a motor car—the fall that helped to bring 
on his dangerous illness at the time of 
the coronation. 


It doesn’t seem to be any- 
thing serious, but, on the other hand, 
the visits of Sir Felix Semon cause un- 
easiness. The exact nature of the trou- 
ble with the king’s throat is carefully 
concealed, but it is serious enough to 
deprive his majesty of all except three a 
day of the cigars to which he is so at- 
tached.

Booker Washington’s Letter. 

The Constitution prints this morn- 
ing a letter from Booker T. Washing- 
ton. The contents of it should give 
much satisfaction to those who have 
hoped largely as to the results of his 
efforts to direct the negro race in the 
south into wiser channels of ambition 
and effort than those of politics and 
cffice-getting. 

It has become currently understood 
cof late that the president has taken 
counsel with Booker Washington with 
regard to political issues and appoint- 

ents in the south. Republican news- 
papers near to the president’s confi- 


dence, as The Philadelphia Press, have, 


credited some recent removals and ap- 
pointments in the south to warnings 
given by the colored leader of polit- 
ical conspiracies against the* presi- 
dent. 

The assurance given in the letter 
written us by Booker Washington, 
ou his own motion, will serve to set 
at rest some of the rumors that he is 
taking such active interest in the par- 
tisan politics of the hour. He says 
that he adheres to’the ideas of his 
duty to his race that he has so re- 
reatedly and eloquently expressed on 
piatforms north and south and that 
from them “no influence can ever di- 
vert me.” The authentic character of 
the man who writes that declaration 
will not justify a doubt that he means 
what he says without any mental 
reservation. é 

Such coriferences as he has had 
with the president and public officials 
ave been due to his labors as an 
educator, he says, and whatever ad- 
vice he has given has been with the 
end in view of harmonizing the rela- 
tions between the races ana promot- 
tng their mutual welfares. His de 
sires in these particulars do not dif- 
fer from those of the great mass of in- 
telligent whiie people in the south. 
There is no disposition to ban or bar 
the negro from accomplishing any one 
cr all of the objects~- which Booker 


- Washington has in view and urges as 


necessary to their self-respect, self- 
gupport and independence. And so 
Icng as he, and those who think and 
labor with him, keep these ideals be- 
‘fore their race and make progress in 
bringing them to pass, the sympathies 
end support ‘of the southern majori- 
ties will be with them. 

Such ideals are the sufficient incen- 
tives for racial ambition and endeav- 

r. They have been so with white 
races in Europe that have always had 
less chances in politics and office- 
rolding than the negro. They are 
eufficient for 9999 per cent of the 
white people of this country who do 
not expect ever to profit directly by 
relitics or to hold a public office of 
any sort. And they should be quite 
sufficient for the colored people of 
the south who have so many better 
things offered them in freedom of la- 
bor, and the surety that peace and 
economy will ultimately make the ma- 
jority of them self-reliant, contented 
and respected for their solid worth in 
the communities where they live. 

Not the least significant sentence in 
Booker Washington’s letter is the one 
in which he says: “Every revised con- 
stitution throughout the southern 
states has put a premium upon intel- 
ligence, ownership of property, thrift 
end character.” 

That is the strong and deliberate 
estimate which he puts upon the lim- 
itations affecting the electoral fran- 
chise in the southern states and will 
be read with something of a shock by 
those who are seeking to degrade the 
southern states for having so revised 
their constitutions. (hee

Really it is a thing inexplica- 
bie that a system so well adjusted to 
reach to and from all parts of the 
city with expedition should wilfully 
refuse to give the public the accom- 
modations to which it is entitled and 
thus excite against itself ill-feelings 
that will be long in abating. 

The Constitution believes the street 
car service of Atlanta can easily be 
nade equal in all respects to that of 
ony other city in the union. The peo- 
ple have been liberal with it almost 
tc a fault. It has the field wholly to 
itself. Therefore, it has a responsibil- 
ity to the public that it ought to be 
glad to discharge with cheerfulness 
and justice. It is not giving the pub- 
iic the sort of service that it deserves 
and in this failure it is, so far as any 
reasonable man can see, without valid 
excuse. 

It is well said that for every wrong 
there is a remedy. If the public sense 
cf wrong is excited in this instance 
much further there may be an appeal 
for a remedy that will not be pleas- 
ent to those who provoke it.

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New School Houses Needei. 

The city needs new school houses 
—more of them, even, than the board 
oi education has asked for—but four 
Lew modern buildings are essential 
lo accommodate the expansion of our 
population. 

It is almost incredible, but is a fact, 
that not a new school house has been 
tLuilt in Atlanta in ten years. Some 
cf those now in use were built long 
before the teachers operating if them 
were born. Some were built over thir- 
ly years ago and the marvel is the 


teen able to retain them in habitable 
and useful shape sd long. 

We have a splendid system of 
schools that do infinite credit to the 
beard of education and our compie- 
ment of teachers, but we are almost 
a full generation behind other cities 
of Atlanta’s prominence in the matter 
of school buildings. It is a healthy 
thing to find the board of education 
realizing’ the fact and taking steps to 
remedy that slackness. 

The proposition to ask the people 
to vote a bond issue of $100,000 for 
fcur modern school houses in our en- 
larged residence sections is timely 
and there is hardly a doubt that the 
voters of the city will strongly in- 
derse the proposition by their ballots. 

We say again, as often heretofore, 
tiat our publ.: school system is one 
of the strongest assets of the city in 
the profits it returns through our 
children and it is also the strong mag- 
net that has added many thousands of 
people to our citizenship. School 
houses are largely accepted as the 
indicia of the intelligence and wise 
progressiveness of a people. They 
are better advertisers of the char- 
acter of a city’s society at large than 
a state capitol with a gilded dome, a 
new passenger station, or an equal 
number of sky-scraping office build- 
ings. The school houses represent 
the force without which all of those 
other buildings would be tenantless— 
iudeed, impossible. 

Atlanta never does better for her- 
self and all her interests than when 
she takes new and advanced steps in 


the betterment of her public school 
system.

Ex-Governor Bullock has written a 
lengthy letter to a Rochester newspa- 
per on the subject of the attitude of 
the republican party toward negro 
suffrage in the south. He is not dis- 
nosed to allow the party, of which he 
is a member, to refuse responsibility 
for the non-enforcement Of what he 
telieves to be the plain effects of the 
fcurteenth and fifteenth amendments 


ovght to be enlightening and some- 
what salty reading to northern repub- 
licans, but can have no news feature 
for southern readers. 

The whole question as to whether 
the amendments divested the states 
of the union of the right and power to 
ecnfer the privilege of suffrage ac- 
cording to the legislative will of each 
of them is the issue which has hung 
in the air like Mahomet’s coffin 
since their adoption. That question, 
either in the Virginia or the Alabama 
case, will soon be presented to the 
supreme court of the United States 
for a definite, final.decision. 

Until the question is decided by the 
highest authority in the land for con- 
stitutional interpretation any discus- 
s‘on of the righteousness or unright- 
ecusness of the suffrage restrictions 
of any state in the union, north or 
south, is but a rethreshing of straw 
aiready reduced to chaff. The matter 
will, until finally decided, continue to 
take shape in each man’s mind accord- 
ing to his own individual convictions. 

It is good for the country that this 
issue is to be tried out once for all 
before the supreme court of the na- 
tion. Every rational, patriotic man 
ii the country wants to know just 
what the states may and may not do 
with the suffrage subject. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island and Cali- 
fornia and Vermont are as much in-

Free Trade in Raw Materials. 
The interest of the manufacturing 
industries of the east and north in 
“free raw materials” is likely to grow 
in spite of the reverses’ met by Candt- 
date Foss and other advocates of that 
policy in the recent elections for con- 
gress. They were made victims of 
the apparently larger interest of the 
party in keeping control of congress, 
“standing by the president” and other 
like matters. 

The fact, however, that more than 
cne-half of the imports into this coun- 
try are of materials for manufacturers 
reveals why they look forward to a 
time when they can insist upon free 
raw materials without involving a re- 
vision of the rates on finished goods 
that would jeopardize their monopoly 
of the home markets as well as their 
rapid inroads upon foreign markets. 

Free raw materials would constitute a 
tremendous bounty to the mahufactur- 
ers of the nation. It would not only 
give them their materials from abroad 
at the lowest prices the foreign pro 
ducer could afford to receive, but 
would reduce the vaiue of the raw ma- 
terials of home producers to the like 
competitive level. 

In other words the demand of the 
eastern and other manufacturers fer 
the entry of raw materials free is 
simply a proposition to abandon the 
protective policy as to raw materials 
entirely and set up a policy of free 
trade, absolute, pure and simple, in 
such products. Free trade in biying 
materials and protection against com- 
petition in selling their products is 
what they desire. By that scheme 
seven percentum of the people of the 
union—for that is the number directly 
interested both through capital and 
lgbor in manufacturing—would be able 
tc lay additional heavy burdens and 
make additional excessive profits off 
the other 93 percentum of the nation. 

It is just such propositions as this 
that show the patent injustice to the 
masses that is mixed up in the pro- 
tective system, for why should mann- 
facturers be given free raw materials 
with any more reason than the great 
mass of consumers should be given 
free and full competition between 
sellers when they go to buy the things 
they consume? And yet it is this 
simple problem that puzzles and hood- 
winks more than half the voters of the 
nation! -

Whatever conferences I have had with | 


the president or with any public official 
have grown out of my position, not as 
a politician, but as an educator. It should 
be borne in mind that there are about 
9,000,000 negroes in the United States who 
are liable under the law for taxes and 
military service and who are punishable 
for infraction of the law. These people 
at present have no member of their race 
in the national law-making body, and it 
is right that those charged with making 
and executing the laws of the land should 
at times seek information directly from 
members of the negro race waen their in- 
terests and their relations with the whites 
among whom they live are concerned, 
Under no circumstances could I seek to 
promote political candidacies or volun- 
teer information regarding men or meas- 
ures, nor have I done so™in the past, but 
because of the importance I have always 
sought to place upon education and in- 


dustry among my people as the bases of 


friendly relations between the races, there 
may be occasions in tne future, as there 
have been in the past, when, if I am So 
requested, I can give information about 
men and measures, which would tend to 
promote such friendly relations between 
the races. Such information it is my 
duty to give when it is asked for. 

At every proper opportunity I say to 
the youth of our people that they will 
make a mistake if they seek to succeed 


in life by mere political activity or the 


hope of holding political office. Now and 
then, however, public questions affecting 
our interests arise which are so’ funda- 
mental and far-reaching that they tran- 
scend the domain of politics. When such 
questions present themselves, in justice to 
my race, I make my position known and 
stand for what I see to be the right. 

We cannot elevate and make useful a 
race of people unless there is held out to 
tbem che hope of reward for right liv- 
ing. Every revised constitution through- 
out the southern states has put a pre- 
mium upon _ intelligence, 
property, thrift and character. 

As an educator, and not as a politi- 
clan, I strive in every honorable and ra- 
tlonal way to encourage the wise and 


enduring progress of my people: for if 


all inspiration and hope of reward is to 
be denied them. they will be deprived 
of one of the greatest incentives to ifn- 
telligence. industry and righteousness. On 


the other hand. if they are encouraged

Though named “The Atlanta lLumi- 
nary,” it was published in Marthasville. 
The town then had about 600 people wo 
had adopted the name of Atlanta, but it 
was not legalized until the legislature 
met the following December. 

Editor Bartlett evidentiy had some 
journalistic talent and his paper showed 
that he was a lover‘of good literature. 
The first page of tae number before me 
is given up to “The Hunter Spy,” a 
thrilling story of the revolution by 
George Ldppard. in Daniel Webster's 
opinion the greatest American novelist of 
that period. 

There is an editorial paragraph notify- 
ing “G. B. H. T.” and “A. W. W.” that 
their peems cannot be published on ac- 
count of their jength. 

Tae latest Mexican war news ie given 
in a month old letter from Monterey, in 
which complimentary mention is made of 
two Georgia officers, Twiggs and Cum- 
ming. 

The editor, like his successors of the 
present time, advises his readers to plant

The Enterprise. a local rival, is. mildir 
rebuked for claiming the largest circula- 
tion, :

BELIEVED TO BE PARANOIAC 


He Wanted the Detectives to Inves- 
tigate the Case and See if He

“Say, look here.” exclaimed a young 
man as he excitedly entered the police 
barracks last night about 7:30 o'clock, ‘kl 
want the chief of detectives to examine 
me to see if I am all right.’’

ON MONEY BIL 


Appropriations Will Be Under 
Discussion Today, 


Pensions and Other Items in the Bill | 
That May Cause Interesting 
Debates—Senate May Make 
the Bill Good for Two 
Years. 


Thanksgiving day brought Sunday 
peace and quietness to the capitol. Not 
only did thé general assembly take a day 
off, but all of tae capitol offices were 
closed and jaw-makers and politicians er 
joyed good dinners instead of warm de- 
bates. 4 

Today in the house will be one of the 
busiest and most important days of the 
session. The general appropriations bill 
ig the special order and it wifl be taken 
up immediately after the confirmation of” 
the journal. The consideration of the bi 
will be continuous until) it is completed. 
An afternoon session will be held and, it 
hecessary, work on the bill will be con- 
tinued tomorrow. 

So far as is known there is no special 
opposition to any features of tae bill. 
Each item in the bill can be adopted by 
a majority vote of those present, only 


the whole bill on its final passage re- 
qwiring a constitutional majority of 3& 


votes. ° | 
There are several features of the bili, ; 
however, which will doubtless provoke | 


interesting debates. One of the warmest 
discussions ig leoked for over the small 
appropriation made for contingent ® ex- 
penses of the railroad commission. _ The 
committee has cut the amount from $00 
to $200, which will necessitate the railroug 
commission doing without a stenographer, 
unless the secretary is made to act in 
that capacity. This is practically tae 
only cut that was made in departmental 
expenses, and tae members of the com- 
mission will no doubt ask their friends 
in the house to restore the amount. 
Pensions May Be Heard From. 


There will no doubt be considerable dis- 
cussion of the Question of pensions. The 
pension commissioner estimated in his re- 
port that $880,000 would be necessary this 
year on account of the increase in the 
roll of indigent soldiers. Tae committer 
cut this amount down to $0,000, giving a 
total of $385,000 to indigent soldiers and 
providing that if there was not enough 
to give each soldier in that ciass $60, as 
nas been the custom, the amount should 
be prorated among all those on the list. 

It may be that tais féature of the bill 
will cause some discussion, there being 
those in the house who think no deduc- 
tions should be made in any pensions, 
whiie many are anxious to see the whole 
pension system reduced to an indigent 
basis. The: appropriations bill is likely 
to open up this interesting and important 
subject. 

Tae appropriation of $20,000 to the de- 
partmemt of agriculture is jikely to cause 
a little talk, not so much about the 
amount of the appropriation as about the 
method, This is the same amount that 
has usually been given tne devartment, 
bu¢ heretofore half of it has come out of 
the general fund in-the treasury and ha)? 
from inspection fees of fertilizers. ihe 
bill this time provides that the whbie 
amount shall come from inspection fees. 
There was some opposition to this feature 
in the committee room on the ground 
that it would take $10,000 away from the 
common school fund, all of tae inspec- 
tion fees now going to schools, it was 
explained, however, that the schoo] fund 
would get $15,000 more from the hire of 
convicts because the expenses of the 
prison department have been cut down 
by that amount. 

It is not believed the military fund of 
$20,000 wil) be disturbed, nor is the school 
fund, which is the same as last year, ex- 
pected to cause any unusu.® discussion. 

There is a disposition toward retrench- 
ment alj along the ling in the house and 
the discussion will, doubtless, tend large 
ly toward that end. The members of the 
committee think taey have been as con- 
servative as possible, and there is nv 
doubt that they have gone carefully into 
every detail and have put in only such 
items as they considered just and proper, 

May Make It for Two Years. 

While the bill is made only for one 
year under a resolution adopted by the 
houge at the beginning of tne session, 
there is already some talk amiong the 
senators of refusing to agree to tnuat 
proposition, and there is a possibility that 
the senate may insist on making the bil) 
operative for two years. The same may 
be said to be true of the general tax bill, 
to which tae house resolution also ap- 
plied. 

The reason the senate is likely to take 
thie stand is because these measures con- 
sume so much of the time of the session 
that consideration of other measures is 
interfered with. Thirty-taree days of the 
session have gone by and only two or 
three general bills have been acted on. 
There were none of them of special im- 
portance with the exception of the Aus- 
tralian ballot bill by Dr. Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, which was passed by the aouse and 
sent to the senate, where it is now pend- 
ing. If the general assembly has to go 
through with the work of preparing ap- 
propriations and tax bills at the next 
session miuch valuabie time will be taus 
consumed. 

The genera] tax bill will come along fur 
consideration about the first of next 
week. There is no doubt that it will pro- 
voke considerably more of a fight than 
the appropriations bill, for it will open 
up the big question of the taxation of 
franchises which promi to cause tae 
most spirited debate of whole ses- 
sion. There is jittle doubt that the con- 
‘sideration of this Dill will occupy two or 
three days. 

Now that these measures have reacned 
the house all other business must be side- 
tracked under the rules until they are 
disposed of. They constitute the most 
important, as well as the most interest- 
ing work of the session and final action 
on them will be awaited wita great in- 
terest. 

senate Up with Business. 

The business before the senate is in bet- 
ter enape than it has been at any time 
for several years at this stage of the 
genera} assembly's session. When tiie 
senate meets today at noon it will com- 
plete all the wotk on the clerk’s desk | 
within twenty to thirty minutes. Presi- 
gent Hawell, on the adjournment of the 
senate Wednesday, congratulated the sen- 
ators on the. fact that the work of taat 
body was in such good shape, and re- 
marked upon the fact that every mcas- 
ure before the body had been disposed of 
promptly and after careful considération. 

One of the most important measures to 
come before the senate within the next 
day or two is the convict bill. Tae au- 
thor of the bill. which seems to Meet 
the moet general approval, is Senator 
Clements, of the fifteenth. Senator Clem- 
ents’ bill provides simply for another

To those to whom the current deficit of 
something less than $3,000,000 seems large, 
it willsbe reassuring to know that, with 


all its vast improvements of late years, 
involving enormous expenditures, the 
posta: service of the United States is 
xradually eliminating a chronic condition 
of deficiency, the deficit of 1860 having 
been more than $10,000,000. On this head 
the postmaster general says: 

“The increase in postal revenues not 
only attests the wonderful prosperity of 
the people and the activity of business 
interests throughout the country, but also 
indicates that the extension of postal fa- 
cilities carefully directed. results sooner 
or later in increased receipts and dimin- 
ished deficits. With phenomenal growth 
of population and other favoring condi- 
tions, the mail. matter poured into the 
postoffices has rapidly helped to lessen 
the percentage of deficiencies. Despite 
largely increased expenditures, the rev- 
enues gradually approximate the expenses 
after each added outlay has marked a new 
standard. * * * Deficits in the postal 
service are nct to be viewed with appre- 
hensien. It is. the policy, whenever the 
postal receipts exceed or come near the 
expenditures, to extend postal facilities 
and cheapen the cost of the service to the 
puBlic. 


Rural Free Delivery. 


The report declares rural free delivery 
to be no longer in the experimental sts ge. 
The estimates of the department are to 
the effect that the available territory for 
ihis service embraces about 1,000,000 square 
miles, or one-third of the country’s area, 
exclusive ©f Alaska. The 11,660 routes now 
in operation cover about one-third of the 
It will require 27,000 
employees additional to those now in the 
service to cover this territorye’ If congress 
shall. make the necessary appropriations, 
it is believed that within the next three 
years the extension of the service will 
have been completed. With the carner’s 
salary fixed at $600 per annum, the annual 
gross cost of the completed rural free- 
delivery service will approximate $24,000,- 
000. After the service has been com- 
pleted this increase ought not to exceed 
annually 8 to 10 per cent, or in about the 
same proportion as obtains in other 
branches of the_ service, : 

Of the revenue possibilities of this branch 
of the postal service the postmaster gen- 
eral says encouragingly: “‘The experi- 
ence of the department in counties where 
the service has been fully established tor 
a period of two years justifies the belief 
that the revenues in the rural districts 
will increase fivefold over what taey have 
under the conditions heretofore prevail- 
ing.’ The explanation of how this re- 
sult’is effected is interesting. In conscy 
quence of the rural delivery, the report 
shows that 2,149 postmasters of the 
fourth class wlio returned no revenué to 
tae government, but, by provision of law, 
retained their gross receipts as compen- 
sation for their services, were dropped 
from the service between November 1, 
1901, and October 31, 1902. The total reve- 
nues of these offices during the fiscal 
year ending 1901 amounted to $142,660. 
During the same period 1,668 star route 
contracts, which supplied the offices thus 
discontinued, have been abrogated. Tee 
aggregate annual outlay involved in these 
star routes was $275,469. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne says: “In the process of 
gradually extending rural service over 
whole counties, which has been for somb 
time in progress, every small postoffice, 
except a few retained as postal stations, 
and all star routes, except those neces- 
sary to make connection between the dis- 
tributing offices, are eliminated. As ru- 
ral service is broadening and is made 
more systematic in its installation, the 
lopping off of expenditures, which it ren- 
ders unnecessary will be more easily ac- 

omplisaed.”” , , 

“The report continues; “In respect té 
the net cost of the service, which it was 
at one time thougat would be greater 
than the postal revenues could bear, the 
facts are that while the appropriations 
for its development have increased from 
$40,000 in 1897 to $50,000 in 1898, $150,000 in 
1899, $450,000 in 1900, $1,760,000 in 1901, and 
$2,993,740 in 1902, the annua] excess of ex- 
penditures over revenue in the postofiice 
department for these respective years, a8 
elsewhere shown, as been practically in 
inverse ratio to the expenditure for rura] 
free delivery. The effect of the exten- 
sion of the service is twofold. First, it 
causes increase in the postal receipts of 
the offices from which it starts. Second- 
ly, it is responsible in rt, at lease, for 
the increase in the receipts of city free 


delivery offices with waich.it is brought.

Port Au Prince, Haiti, November 27.— 
While the situation here today is calm, 
serious disturbances were apprehended 
yesterday in the chamber, which at the 
request of the president was suspended by 
government troops. 

There is no confirmation here of the fe- 
port that General Nord has the intention 
of proclaiming himself the president. But 
the rumor is much discussed and the peo- 
ple here are awaiting his arrival with 
interest in order to learn his exact inten- 
tions. ® 

Cape Haitien, November 27.—It is im- 
possible to ascertain the real intentions 
of General Nord. At present he is march- 
ing on Port Au Prince with about 10,000 
men. 

He declares he is not an aspirant for 
the presidency of the republic, but that he 
will insist on the election of his candidate 
for that office. The identity of the gen- 
eral’s candidate is not known,

Kingston, Jamaica, Noveniver 27.—Let- 
ters receiyoi here from Haiti say there 
is still considerable excitement in that re- 
public, especially at Gonaives, where Gen- 
era] Alaxis Nord, the Haitien war minis- 
ter, is maSsing a large army with the in- 
tention of declaring himself president.

Foreign Postage. 

The report recommends setting on foot 
negotiations with the leading foreign na- 
‘ions looking to the reduction of foreign 
postage and expresses the belief that 
through such a reduction correspondence 
would be stimulated to sucn extent that 
within a very short time it would resuit 
in an increase in the interchange of com- 
munications, which would bring greater 
returns than obtain from the pfesent rate. 
Such a result followed the reduction in 
the domestic rates of postage. 

Second-Class Postage. 

The postmaster general refers to the 
controversy anent abuses of tae second- 
class majling privilege by certain publi- 
cations and declares, apropos: ‘It seems 
to have been but little appreciated that 
a publisher's mailing privilege under the 
law is in effect a subsidy.’’ Attention is 
called to the report of the third assistant 
postmaster general for detailed explana- 
tion of the alleged abuses and the steps 
taken to cofrect them, ‘regret being ex- 
pressed that a judicial fdéecision in test 
cases pending has not yet been reached. 
Tae following statistics given in the re- 
port are interesting in this connection: 
“It is estimated that the total weight of 
all mail matter, exclusive of government 
free, mailed during the year was 745,742,- 
872 pounds. The actua] postage revenue 
derived from this source during the year 
was $116,728,644. The first-class, exclusive 
of free matter, weighed 101,108,928 pounds, 
or about 14 per cent of the total weight, 
yet produced 78 per cent, or $90,950,751.72 
of the total revenue from all tae classes. 
Second-class matter—that mailed by pub- 
lisghers and news agents at the pound 
rate and that mailed by publishers free 
within the counties of publication— 
weighed 488,246,908 pounds, or about 65 per 
cent of the total weight of ail classes, yet 
produced less than 4 per cent, Or $4,541,- 
523.69 of the total postage revenue. Trans- 
ient second-class matter (taat mailed by 
the public), third and fourth-class mat- 
ter, and matter other than first-class ad- 
dressed to foreign countries combined, 
weighed 153,675,511 pounds, or 21 per cent 
of the total weight of the mails, and 
yielded about 18 per cent, or $20,967,110.44 
of the total revenue,” 

Higher Magazine Postage. 

The increase of magazine postage tu 4 
instead of 1 cent per pound is recom- 
mended. The report goes on to say: ‘In 
the opinion of tae department the time 
has come when this class of publications 
should not be carried at a less rate than 
4 cents per pound, which, it is estimated, 
is what it costs the government to de- 
liver them. It 1s unreasonable to ask the 
government to bear three-fourtas of the 
expense of their delivery. The subsidy 
is too great a one, and the publishers 
shoulda be satisfied if the government 
carries such matter in the mails at cost 


to it.’ ;

“The reports show that the crop has 
materially improved, both in the eastern 
states and also in the gulf states, by 
a of the favorable weather during 
October and early November, and that a 
good deal of cotton has already been se- 
cured from the top crop and _ second 
growth. From the enor of this informa- 
tich we conclude that dry weather dur- 
ing the next ten days and a light frost 
at an early date would have the tendency 
of increasing the total yield from 100,000 
to 200,000 bales. 

‘We beg to call special attention to the 
fact that killing frost occurred last year 
in the last days of October and early in 
November almost al] over the cotton peit, 
while this year kiiling frost has so far 
only been reported from few ana scatterea 
secuons.”

New Orleans, issued today an estimate 
for at least 11,500,000 bales, with a pogsi- 
bility of 12,000,000. The prospects of the 
crop to July 10 were brilliant, but there 
was serious injury from drought later 02}, 
and especially in Texas during August. 
The conditions have been extremely fa- 
vorable for tne crop during October and 
to this date (November 9). While frosts 
nave occurred on October 28 and 29 in a 
few scatiered localities, it ig more than 
probable that by killing the foliage and 
thus permitting the sun to get at and 
to hasten the maturity of the bolls, they 
have done much more good taan harm 
to the crop. Similar frosts occurred two 
weeks earlier last year. Genera] killing 
frgsts have not yet occurred, and a fair 
top crop is rap ow d maturing in many 
sections. It fs probable that the injury 
to the crop from drought was less and 
its benefit from the rains in tne latter 
art of August and first part of Septem- 
ber greater than generally supposed. 

“Reliable advices from the Carolinas, 
Mississipp!, Arkansas and Tennessee in- 
Gicate larger crops than last season, to 
the extent of 200,000 bales for tae Caro- 
linas, 75,000 for Mississippi, 130,000 for Ar- 
kansas and 70,000 for Tennessee, and as- 
suming that the aggregate of the crops 
for Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Texas, Indian Tetfritory, Oklahoma, etc., 
will equal last season, I think the present 
outlook is for a tatal crop of fully 11,2W,- 
000 bales. , 

‘The consumption of American cotton 
by the world’s spindles last season wus 
about 10,/u,vuu bales, being exactly in 
conformity with my estimate pubiished in 
December, 1901.

The indica- 
tions are that the supply of cotton from 
the countries besides the United States 
will fully equal and may exceed that of 
last season. Should our crop prove to be 
11,200,000 bales, there would very Iittle 
surplus left to increase the stocks in the 
mills and markets over the very mod- 
erate stocks held at the close of last sea- 
son. An increase of 5600, bales im the 
stocks at the end of tne season, it is 
thought, would mot depress prices, but 
would tend to prevent those sudden and 
sharp advances and declines which are 
harmful to the interests of all except the

“It is not my purpose to depreciate the 
importance of either the. poiice or fire 
departments. The salaries paid in both 
are inadequate. But is there an intelligent 
man or woman in Atlanta who does not 
agree with me when I gay that of these 
three departments, tné of education 
should come first? 

“With oetter schools and a greater rec- 
ognition of the services of the teacher 
there would be less need of a police de- 
partment.
